Swing Faith, for as there is a real Sorrow. 
thatis not the Saving Grace of Repentance 


-unto Life, ſo there 1s a ſort of real Faith 


that kath a real Obje@, and a real being in 
the Judgemenr, which yet is not a real 
cloſing wih Chriſt, and ſo,- not Saving 
Faith; as, ſuppoſe a Man purſued by his 
Enemy, ſhould fe a ſtrong Cafile-door 
ftandinz open, or one- In -hazard at Sea 
{hould ſee dry Land, if he ſhould ſtand fiilI 
while the Enemy were purſuing him; or a- 
bide {till in the ſinking Veſſel,the fighrof the - 
Caſtle-door open, nor of the dry Land, 
would not fave him+z ſo-ir's'nor the beliey- 
ing that there 1s a Saviour ' come into the 
World to fave Sinners, that will fave; ex- - 
cept there be a reſting on Him as Hes 
ho[den -out in the Wo'd of the Goſpel : 
Hiftorical Faith, is only (as it were) a look- 
ing on the Siviour, but Saving Faich grips 
ro Ain, and reſts on Him 4 Hiſtorical Faith 
looks on Chriſt, bur a&s not on Him, cloſes 
not with Him ; and therefore ſuch as have 
ir only, and no more, fink and periſh 
withour getting good of Him : We would 
think 1r a great matter to get many of you 


. as far-on in Believing as: the Devil is, who 


believes and trembles ; the little trembling 
that 1s, ſhews that there Is bur little of this 
Hiftorical Faith, yer, as I have often ſaid, 
this 1s not all, ye may have this, and yet 
if-ye haltchere, ye-will certainly periſh if - 
ye were never ſo confident to be-(aved ; - 


the Apoſtle dorh well diſtinguiſh theſe, Heb. 


131.6. He that cometh to God; muſt believe 
that He is, and that He 3s a rewarder of them - 
that diligently ſeek Him ; where theſe two 
are preſuppoſed. Firſt, Believing A 4 
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is, or hath a Being. And ſecondly, Believ- 
Ing thar His Promiſe is ſure and ficker,' that 
He is Faithful that hath promiſed, and will 
make His Word good: And then thirdly, 
- On both theſe follows a coming to Him as 
a Rewarder of diligent Scekers of Hin; 
The firſt rwo take 1m. Hiſtorical Faith ; for 
to-believe thar God is, 1s Natural, and to 
believe that God 1s Faithful In His Promiſe, 
may be in Natural Men 3 but to come to 
Him, toger the hazard that the Soul 1s 10, 
remoyed through Jeſus Chriſt, is a thing 
few do attain: This then is the firſt rhing 
we would be awareof, not aware to belieye 
the truth of the Word, but to be aware of 
reſtivg on it as Saving Falthz it's not e- 
nough to look on Chrift, and to grant” that 
ir is He, but the Man muft never be ſatis- 
fied till he ger himſelf rolled on Chrift, and 
the weight of his Salyartton and Peace laid 
on Him in'His own way. 

The ſecond thing ye wou'd heware of, Is, 
Some common and quickly cranſient work 
on the Aﬀettions, that may accompany 
Hiſtorical Faith; Whether the Aﬀe&ion of 
Grief, or the AﬀeRion of Joy be ſtirred 
thereby, both are uoſafe to be reſied on ; 
when ye can'z prove your reſting on Chriſt, 
or where there Is' no relevant ground tg 
prove 1t by, though ye ſhould tremble as 
Felix Cid; and: be under allaruming con- 
v:ttions of Conſcience and fears .of your 
hazard, or though ye fhould be afﬀeRed 
with Foy as the Temporaiy Believer may 
be, and ſomerimes 1s, whar will that profire 
you ? it's a great miſtake ro rake ſome ſmall 
work on the Aﬀe&ions, which at the beſt 
is but an-«ﬀe& of Hiſtorical Faith, for a 
Saving work of the Spirit. Or tecondly, 
If tt be nor an effeR of Hiſtorical Faith, 'it's 
. an effeR of a challenge of Conſcience, and 
ſmirivg of rhe Kearr, as in Saul, who could 
ſay to David, Thou art more r173ghteous than T, 
myſon David, Or thirdly, It's ſome com- 
_ . mon work of the Spirir, ſuch as was in 

Szmon Magus, of whom it1s ſaid; be believ- 
ed, and Who: could fay, pray for mez3 for 
Folks to conclude on I; ground, that they 
are brought out 'of Nature into a State of 
Grace,ſs to bulld upon a Sandy Foundation :

- "The Sum and Feop of Chriſts Sufferings
